Chamberlain, Notwithstanding Fact

Washington, J une 6 .—The sen ate 
deliv ered what Great Britain is lik ely 
to 
regard 
as 
an 
affront 
when 
ratification of the renewed arbitration 
treaty with that gov ernment was pre­ 
v ented after identical treaties with 
two other countries had been ratified 
without any objection being raised. 
The senator responsible for the suc­ 
cessful blocking of the attempt to rat­ 
ify the treaty , Senator Chamberlain of 
Oregon said frankly he based his op­ 
position on the fact that ratification of 
the treaty would obligate the United 
States to arbitrate the Panama canal 
tolls controv ersy with Great Britain. 
Failing to mov e him by argument, the 
senate sought to av oid the appearance 
of giv ing affront to Great Britain by 
rescinding the ratification which had 
already been accorded to ex actly sim­ 
ilar arbitration treaties with Spain and 
Italy . The fact tjiat only a few months 
ago the senate ratified without any 
objections a renewed limited arbitra­ 
tion with France, howev er, puts the 
senate on record as making an ex cep­ 
tion to the disadv antage of the par- 


ticu lar co u n try with which the Un ited 
States is en gaged 
in a disp u te fo r 
which arbitratio n already has been 
ask ed.

BASED UPON FRAUD 


SAYS GOVERNMENT 


Details of Big Magazine Deal 


Being Aired In Court. 


New York , Ju ne 6. — Before Ju dge 
May er in the United States district 
cou rt the grou p of men who got into 
trou ble in the attempt to introdu ce 
high finance methods into the maga­ 
zine field are on trial on charges of 
u sing the mail in a frau du lent stock 
selling scheme. Frank Orff, president 
of the Colu mH|&n-Sterling Pu blishing 
company , which combined six pu blica­ 
tions u nder one management in 1911 
and sold stock to su bscribers and oth­ 
ers at $1 a share, heads the list of de­ 
fendants. The others are John F. B. 
Atk in, a Philadelphia lawy er; Lee Sid- 
well, secretary of the company , and 
Eu gene Bry an Yates, a minor officer. 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Wood, presenting the case to the ju ry 
for the gov ernment, said that he wou ld 
show the merged pu blications, with 
the ex ception of Hampton’s, were los­ 
ing money at the time of consolida­ 
tion and that the stock selling cam­ 
paign was based on frau du lent repre­ 
sentations. The combination, he said, 
went into receiv ers’ hands in October, 
1911, with office fu rnitu re as its prin­ 
cipal assets. 
When the case came to trial it was 
learned for the first time that an in­ 
dictment had been fou nd against Jo­ 
seph Brinton Hay nes, a former presi­ 
dent of the company , who is charged 
with a part in the stock selling scheme, 
which gathered, it is alleged, more 
than $1,000,000 from a pu blic that had 
believ ed in the money -mak ing powers 
of magazines. 
Hay nes disappeared at abou t the 
time the affairs of the company 
w e*3 
called to the attention of a federal 
grand ju ry , and is said to be in Lon­ 
don.

Tho ugh No t at All Unprecedented, the 
J apanese Ambassado r’s Direct Co n­ 
ference With the President Is Re­ 
garded in Washingto n as Ano ther 
Manifestatio n o f Mikado ’s Go v ern 
ment’s Desire to Rush Nego tiatio ns. 


Washington, Ju ne 6.—Directly to 
the White Hou se has Japan carried 
her griev ance in the California land 
law issu e. 
Ambassador Chinda was 
granted an au dience with the presi­ 
dent and discu ssed the situ ation with 
him for nearly an hou r. 
The president prev iou sly had read 
the Japanese rejoinder to the reply of 
the United States to the first protest 
against the California legislation, and 
so was entirely familiar with Ihe lat­ 
est presentation of the Japanese case. 
Preceding the ambassador’s arriv al 
the president also had a half hou r talk 
with Secretary of State Bry an, du ring 
which the contents of the Japanese 
note were discu ssed. 
Thou gh not at all u nprecedented, the 
ambassadors call at the White Hou se 
to discu ss the issu e with President 
Wilson directly was regarded here as 
another manifestation of the desire of 
the Japanese gov ernment to press the 
issu e to a conclu sion at an early date. 
Despite the pressu re of the Japanese 
for an early adju stment of the situ a­ 
tion, it was indicated at the White 
Hou se that the negotiations are far 
from nearing a conclu sion. In fact, it 
was positiv ely stated at the White 
Hou se that no basis of settlement of 
the isssu e has y et been brou ght ou t in 
either of the three notes that hav e 
constitu ted the diplomatic ex change 
thu s far. This fact is tak en to indicate 
that there is a most protracted discu s­ 
sion o come. 
It became k nown also that the ad­ 
ministration has no intention of initia­ 
ting proceedings against the state of 
California. Inasmu ch as the Japanese 
demand Is for the nu llification of the 
California statu te, which it insits mu st 
be brou ght abou t by the federal gov ­ 
ernment, the position of President 
Wilson and his adv isers is rendered 
ev en more difficu lt. 
Unless the Tok io gov ernment re­ 
cedes from or modifies its stand 
against the California law, nothing 
bu t its absolu te elimination will en­ 
able Japan to withdraw with honor 
from the discu ssion. Statements made 
at the White Hou se lead to the su r­ 
mise in some q u arters that Japan has 
made some nov el proposal which af­ 
fords basis for the characterization of 
the forthcoming negotiations as in­ 
teresting.
